TECHNICAL TEACHERS 
ANNUAL DINNER 
MEETING HELD 


a ee 


Canada’s ever-increasing need for 
technical graduates was highlighted 
in a strong speech given by Paul 
King, Dean of Technology at Loyal- 
ist College, Belleville. and addressed 
to a large ga‘hering of lotal teachers. 
Mr. King was.guest spéaker at the 
annual dinner meeting of the Quinte 
‘Technical Teachers’ Association, heki 
last Friday evening at the Belleville 
Armourtes, 

A smooth transition from high 
echool to commifii ity college is es- 
sential; al! too often the high school 
graduate, coming from a. fairly re- 
stricted schoo! environment, finds it 
impossible to cope with new-found 
freedoms in community college or 
university. A solution has to be 
found. Even closer co-operation be- 


tween high school and college teach- | 


ers must be achieved to make this 
transition more relevant, more mean- 
ingful to all concerned. 
Curriculums have ‘to be reviewed 
constantly in the light of the chang- 


ing face of knowledge. The stage has - 


now been reached where knowledge 
and training received more than ten 
years ago have almost become ob- 
solete. It has been suggested that 
“Degrees and Diplomas should be 
written cn paper which would self- 
destruct after five years”;  far- 
fetched, certainly, but “dated” de- 
grees are being seriously considered, 
where the recipient would have to ap- 
ply for renewal every few years to 
stay active in his field. 

From its beginnings in 1965, the 
community college has offered up- 
dating courses in many areas, and 
this aspect of education is expanding 


constantly. In view of this function , 


of wp-datng. other educators, it fol- 
lows that the community college in- 


4’ ructor must himself be involved in 


a program of continuous up-dating, 
To this end, teaching periods are 
kept to a’ minimum to free the in- 
structor for adequate research into 
current techniques and progress in 
his swhiject area. 

Unfortunately, this is very seldom 
the case with his. contemporary, the 
high. school teacher. His teaching 
periods allow for little time for up- 
dating, and, under the present sys- 
vem, hie time is further taken up with 
extra-curricular duties irrevelant to 
the needs of his students. As the 
speaker pointed out, ‘this system is in 


urgent need of revising if ‘his coun- 
jiry is to take a proper place in the 
‘techndlogical revolution Of ‘today “and 


tomorrow, 

The many technical teachers pres- 
ent. warmly endorsed most of ‘the 
points made by Mr. King and he was 
thanked by Mik Kerr, on behalf of 
the: Association. Following the read- 
ing of the minutes of. the last meet- 
ing by Secretary, Bernard Ploetz, the 
report from the Provincial Execu- 
tive of the O.V.E.A. was given .by 
the Presilent, Bob Buckles. 

After a discussion session where 
members broke up into their panticu- 
lar subject areas, the meeting was 
adjourned. The next meeting of the’

What Happens if you Fail the Test? 

If the breathalizer indicates more 
than ‘Alcohol point zero eight, you 
are guilty of a criminal ‘offence ‘and 
ididble on conviction to a fine or 


im- 
prisonment or both. 
Suppose You Refuse to take the 
Test? 


Refusal to take the test is also a 
criminal offence and makes you 
liable to the same penalties as if you 
had failed the test. 

This law is designed for your safe- 
ty and for the protection of everyone 
on our roads. 

Penalties 

If you drive or have the care or 
control of a motor vehicle while the 
alcohél content of your blood is over 
U8 grams per 100 millilitres of blood, 
you are liable on conviction to: a‘fine 
of up to. $1,000 or Imprisonment for 
up to six months or both,

The U.S. way of life 


“Don't Tempt Us” the promi- 
nently displayed sign -on . the 
hotel dresser proclaimed in 
large type. 

In smaller letters, guests 
were instructed to make sure 
no valuables, money, jewels, 
travellers cheques or stamps 
were left in the room. 

Wedged on top of the tele- 
phone dial was another notice, 
to the effect that guests must 
double-check to make certain 
the hotel room door was 
locked and bolted upon retir- 
ing. 

The call down to.the desk to 
request a morning call was 
done automatically. After you 
gave the information to a re- 
cording device, you were re- 
minded to “be sure to bolt 
your door and have a pleasant 
sleep.” 

This is New York, 
a $30 a day single room in 
Manhattan, a half step from 
Rockefeller Centre. 

One can read about the un- 
easiness that grips America's 
major cities -but a visit to 
Cleveland, Detroit, New York, 
Chicago or Los Angeles this 
year, really, drives the point 
home that Canada and the 
United»States are not so simi- 
lar after all. 

And for this, we need to be 
thankful -—- thankful that the 
corruption and violence that 
has ted to fear in the cities of 
the U.S. has not spread into 
Canada. so far.

Certainly, we have our prob- 


lems in Montreal, but it is still 
safe to walk the streets of Can- 
ada . cities, the theatres are 
still doing a booming business 
and a car can be left unattend- 
ed on a street without fear of 
total destruction. 

Such is. not the case in New 
York — and it hasn't been for 
about five years now.

The hotel desk 
advises you not to walk alone 
downtown at night. 

Similar warnings are issued 
in other Jarge cities. Even at 
the peak of terrorist activity in. 
Montreal, the hotels did not 
feel such warnings were neces- 
sary, except the night the 
police went on strike. — .

TO HAVE LARGE 
FABRIC BUBBLE 


A giant fabric bubble large enough 
to cover four tennis courts will be in- 
|flated at Treent University’s Nassau 
tcampu next week. 

Cov wine 23,000 square feet of floor 
‘Space, it will house many of Trent's 
athletic activities through the winter 
months. It's expected to. be ready for 
use when students return January 
Sth from their Christmas break. 

The bubble, when inflated, will be 

ithe largest such building in Canada 
[a 100 feet wide, 230 feet long and 
‘40 feet high. 
Total cost of the building will be 
$150,000, -a figure that includes 
;changing accommodation, electrical 
and mechanical installations, founda- 
tion work and athletic equipment. 

Paul Wilson, Trent's director of 
athletics, said the building would be 
used for badminton, basketball, vol- 
leyball, floor hockey, gymnastics, 
wrestling, tennis, judo, jogging, in- 
door soccer and track and weight- 
training. ; 

For some time, Trent has been 
studying its needs in terms of an 
athletic building. The recent 12- 
month ‘freeze’ set on capital pro- 
jects ‘by the Ontario Department of 
Universiy -.Affairs brought to a halt 
plans for a permanent athletic build- 
ing of standard construction. Because 
of Trent’s complete lack of winter 
athletic facilities, special assistance 
from the province for an air-inflated 
building was sought and granted. 

“A standard building. of compar- 


“lable size would have cost close to 


$1,000,000", said Mr. Wilson. “The 
life of the bubble is estimated at ten 
years. However, it is anticipated that 
a@ permanent gymnasium will be con- 
structed in four or five years, by 
which time the bubble could be used 
to cover a swimming pool.” 

The bubble, which will be deflated 
each spring and set up again each 
fall, can be inflated in about 20 min- 
utes, While the two blowers, which 
will supply heated air for the building 
are similar in style to those used in 
an ordinary house furnace, each is 
large enough to heat 20 standard- 
sized houses. They will exert on the 
bubble a pressure of only one thirti- 
eth of a pound per square inch. 

‘The fabric of the bubble is woven

‘both sides with polyvinyl chloride in 
a light green.

The bubble is made in three sec- 
tions, which are attached by buckle 
fastencrs. When deflated, its sections 
can de folded, placed on pallets, and 
stored during the warm weather. 

The bubble will be held in place by 

pipes threaded through loops in the 
fabric at ground level and bolted in 
place with bolts every. 30 inches 
Around the building’s perimeter. 
' Concrete block change houses with 
showers have been erected at the 
south side of Trent's tennis courts, 
whose asphalt surface will provide 
the floor for the building. 

Lighting in the building will be 
provided by sixteen 1,000-watt mer- 
eury vapor lamps, mounted in pairs 
on eight 10-foot masts, four masts 


to each long side of the building. The 


lighting will be indirect, using —the 
fabric of the bubble. itself as a. re- 
flector.
